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Sixty men from the Volkspolizei who now belong to the Seepollzei arrived at Croslin 
at the end of September 1953. They formerly belonged to the Volkspolizei unit 
at Klietz and were lodged in the school there* They are a former engineer section 
who. transferred voluntarily to the Seepollzei. They are being trained at Croslin 
in torpedo work* mines, and the use^of diving equipment. The training section has 
the use of an ocean cutter stationed at Freest. 
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
